municipalities. 
When the mayor and his directors re- ¡ 
turned they felt able to ride rough- 
Bhod over some 
of 
the 
municipal 
quagmires which had 
previously all 
but engulfed them. 
The most 
trying difficulties were 
matters of finance, the mayor being 
desirous of getting enough funds to 
run the city 
and 
members 
of the 
council having conveniently blocked 
every move. The mayor acknowledges 
that if the lecture course will answer 
the question of how to whip into line 
belligerent councilmen he and his di­ 
rectors will feel amply 
repaid 
tor 
their trip west. 
Not only 
did 
Mayor Blankenburg 
and his advisers take 
the 
lecture 
course, which was jammed into three 
days, but many of the members of 
the City club, an uplift organization, 
accompanied the officials. The spec­ 
ial program had been arranged by the 
University of Wisconsin faculty, and 
ifcok every phase of municipal 
ex­ 
istence, even telling what shall 
be 
done with the waste 
or 
unoccupied 
lands In a city, to say nothing of the 
broad subject of taxation. 
The mu­ 
nicipal students heard about twcnty- 
f:yur lectures during the three days. 
Nowr, why isn’t that a fine idea? In 
the first place, one is never too old 
to learn. In the second place, govern­ 
ment is a science about 
which too

knew more 
about government 
there

better government.

Danger lurks in feeding an abun 
dance of new corn. 
Feeders should 
introduce new- corn gradually by cut­ 
ting it up and feeding it with other 
feeds and with the pasture crops. 
If fed moderately at the start hogs 
will consume both ears and stalks 
and by degrees get accustomed to the 
new feed. 
By the time the stalks are hardened 
they will be in condition to consume 
larger quantities of the grain with 
safety and profit. 
Unless hogs have 
plenty of grass and forage crops the 
change of feed must be gradual if 
they are to escape derangement of di­ 
gestion and disordered stomachs. 
It means a little more work to feed 
supplemental feeds and old corn with 
the new", but the advantages are so 
great that the careful and intelligent 
feeder will not neglect that which L 
safest and promises the best results 
Hogs relish new corn and we are 
many times tempted to feed them too 
much 
at 
the start. 
At least 
on* 
month’s time should be taken to bring 
hogs from pasture to a full feed ol 
new corn. 
It requires more bushels of nev 
corn to make the same gain that 
sound corn will produce, hence it it 
advantageous from both the stand 
point of health and profit to feed 
some old corn while bringing the 
hogs to a full feed of the new' corn 
Some severe losses can be avoided b> 
the exercise of care and judgment 
in feeding new corn to hogs.
